comfortable Preſence of the Lord our God attending our Meetinge, 
it is very ill-becoming him now, to ſpeak ſo ſlightly and contemp- 
tuouſly of both, as he doth in his Chap. III. p. 5. where he faith: 
All were exhorted to adhere to the Light within, to obey the Light within, 
and to follow the Teachings thereof, as a Guide ſufficient to lead ns to Sal- 
vation ; yea, above Scriptures, above Fathers, above Councils, and above 
Churches : Thus I now confeſs ( quoth he) was a Paradox, not Orthodox, 
but abſolutely Heterodox. 

This Cone of his, is, ſince he diſobeyed the Light, and turn'd 
his back of it; otherwiſe he would ſtill confeſs, that Chrif, the true 
Light, the Head and Lawgiver to his Church, is above Scriptures, 
Fathers, Councils and Churches, and was before them, and is the Light 
of the World, which whoever follows, ſhall not abide in Darkneſs, 
bur ſhall have the Light of Life. Conſequently this Light of His is 
a Guide {ufficient to lead us to Salvation, and to Underftand, Believe , 
and PraQtice according to Holy Scripture, and not to oppoſe it. 

It is a wicked Calumny againſt our Silent Meetings, to ſay, That they 
were deſigned to wean ws off from ſ0 much as the Remembrance of all 
External Religion, and alſo to prepare us to receive the falſe Notions of 
Quakeriſm, p. 5.

He has unjuſtly quoted me, about the Authority of the Spirit and 
the Scriptures, p. 6. as the Three Norfolk-Priefts did z as I have ſhewn 
p. 16, 17. of my Fuſt Examination” (of their two Books) Entitled, 
Truth and” Innocency vindicated ; leaving out the very Explanatory - 
Words, relating to the Spirits Immediate Teaching, being of greater 
Authority or Efficacy, than the Letter of the Sc'iptures, as divided into 
Chapters; my Explanation being{ viz. © As ſ's Words were of 
« oreater Authority, when he ſpoke, than the Phariſees reading the 
« Letter z and they in whom that Spirit ſpeaks not, are out of the 
« Authority. of the Scriptures, &c. See the Matter further explained 
in my faid Examination referred unto. For here we Own the Divine 
Authority and Efficacy of the Holy Seriptures, as ſpoken by Chriſt ; 
but the Diviſion of Chapters and Verſes, and the bare Letter thereof, 
not tO be of the ſame Authority and Efficacy. 

I deny his Conſequence, That any little Pamphlet of Our's, s of 
greater Authority than the Bible, or of as great ; for I never afferted, the 
holy De&rine in the Bible not to be firſt given forth from one and 
the ſame Spirit of Truth, from which we have given forth Writings 
and Religious Books, which contain many Dodtrines in the Bible z and 
by referring thereto, they prefer the Bible, and the Divine Autho- 
rity of the holy Scriptures contain'd therein.

And whereas he takes Occafion againſt me, about an Anſwer 
given tO a Prieſt's Queſtion, viz.

Fourthly, To 
our Love wn ned one to another. Fifthly, To our Religious Meetings, 
as being Na with the Comfortable Enjoyment of the Preſence of God : 
According as the faid F. Bugg is more fully before recited out of 
his Book tiled, The Quakers Detefed, printed 1686. being Two ears 
after he had left our Communion, and joyned himſelf to the Church 
of England in 1684. - So that his Conviction and Teſtimony for the 
Truth among the Quakers (even when he had deſerted them) pur- 
ſued him into the Church of England. But now being grown more 
hardy, and ſo far hardned againſt Comvifien and Conſcience, he can 
out-face both, and give himſelf the Lye in his fore-cited Solemn 
Teſtimony and Confeſſion; as appears in his envious Contradiftion 
following, in his own words, viz. 

Having by thu time ſhewed firſt, how our Teachers, in order to brin 
ws over to them, and to Decop us, told us, The Light within was a ſuf 
cient Guide, Teacher and Leader, even ſufficient to lead to Salvation ; yea, 
above Scriptures, above Fathers, above Councils, and above Churches: 1 
have in the laſt Inſtance ſhewed the Fallacy of their ſo early and ſmooth 
Pretences, and that from the beginning they have been a falſe, perfidious 
and treacherous Tribe of Deceivers, as ever the World produced, (Pilgrim's 
Progrels, p. 15.) 

To ſuch a degree of Hardneſs and Inſolency is this poor Creature 
now arriv'd, that he can now thus ſcribble in Oppolition 1o the 
Sufficiency of the Light within, and Contempt of the Miniſters thereof, 
expreſly contradiory to his own Teſtimony for the Light (where- 
with- Chrift hath enlightned Men) and to the Swfficiency thereof, if 
obey'd, ro lead to Salvation ( without the help of Decrees of Men :) 
And to his own Teſtimony alſo, for the Simplicity and Plainne/s 
which attended our Miniſtry ; which did not import any Deſign to 
decyy or deceive Men, nor any Falſhood, Perfidiouſneſs Or Treachery, as 
F. RB. has fallly and treacheroully Scandalized Us and our Muniſtry, 
and thereby notoriouſly given himſelf the Lye, and ſhamefully Be- 
lyed his own Conlſcicnce, and folemn Confetlion and Teſtimony, in 4 
his Quakers Detefed aforclaid. And the Light, now fo much lighted *'* 
by him, will purſue him (as it did F=das, and other Apcſtares) to 
his great Vexation and perpetual Torment, it he perfiſts in his Ex- 
mity, Perfidiouſneſs and Treachery againſt the Light, and the Children 
of it. Oh F. B! If 1 may yet perſwade thee, Repeat thy Lyes and 
Scandals no more. E His

ively denies, as contrary -to his Principle, which is to prefer the 

Seriptures before all other Books in the World : For I asked him ſe- 
riouſly about this marter. And I am ſure, it is a baſe and ſhameful 
Abuſe of F. Bugg, that It « the Heart of Quakeriſm, in ſaying, G. 
Fox's Fokrnal « better than the Bible, p. 23. This, I muſt tell him, 
is a foul, notorious Lye and Calumny againſt the Quakers (ſo called) 
'Tis neither the Quakers Mind, Heart nor Mouth, {o to ſpeak, but the 
contrary, 5. e. To prefer the Bible to all other Books extant in the 
World, as hath been often teſtified. Wherefore #F. B. repeat this

Again, as *tis F. Bagg's common Courſe ro add one Calumny after 
anon and to accumulate Lyes and Perverfions upon us, he falſly 
ſaith, The Quikers ftand upon the ſame bottom ( 3. e, with the Feſuites ) 
and therefore they ought to diſtruſt them in all they ſay, as the Proteſtants 
did the Feſuites. We do not expe&@ he will tr»/# us, who has be- 
lyed his own Conſcience, Comviftion and Teftimony, as before ecvinced. 
And to add to his Iniquity, and aggravate his Calumnies againſt 
me, he ſaith, Many of their Hearers, of the honeſt ſort, begin to think

Condemnation and Pillory, forged againſt us under the Pretence 
#rjury, and as a Pack of Perjur'd Perſons ; making no Conſcience 
how 
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how Criminal and Scandalous he renders us, and highly defames 
us. But I challenge him and his Abettors, to manifeſt and produce 
thoſe many of our Hearers, f the honeſt ſort, who either begin to think, 
or have taken G. Whitchead to be little better thaw a Feſuite: Let him 
bring forth and manifeſt that honeſt ſort of Quakers, that ſo think, or 
have taken me to be ſuch an one ; for I utterly deny the Accuſa- 
tion, as a falſe Aſperſion and Defamation. As I alfo reſtifie againſt 
his other Calumnies, as theſe following, viz. That G. W. can wvindi- 
cate or excuſe any Blaſphemy, Idolatry, Contempt of the Scriptures, Contempt 
of Magiſtrates, of the Miniſtry, the Perſon and Sufferings of Chrift, &C.

( but ro come off here, he ſays) to ſome particulars. But to what 
Partientars they exceed all other Miniſtries in being Chargeable, he in- 
ltances only himſelf, viz.

braid ſuch as he has afforded any Entertainment at his Houſe, in the 
time of his Proſperity, among the People called Quakers ; as he up- 
braided me in Print, with his Entertainment of me: To which I 
gave him this Anſwer, *© As for being.

Whereby we could mean no other King than K. Wi- 
liam III. begauſe no other King confirmed to us that Liberty by Law, 
which now we.gpjoy, as that of our Conſciences, in the free Exerciſe 
of Religion andWVorthip, as we are perlwaded of God. However 
this Toleration and Liberty of Conſcience, legally Confirmed, appears 
greatly grudged by our Perſecutors, ſuch as F. Bugg, and a few __

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who are his Abettors, For in oppoſition thereunto he aſſumes the 
Boldneſs to promote in Print, an Abftra## of Two Letters from Tivo 
worthy Clergy- Men ( as he calls them) to their Acquaintance in the 
City, wherein ( as related by him) is this Paſſage, viz. I pray God - 
open the Eyes of our Governours, and cauſe them to take into Conſideration 
this too much and too deployable, unlimited and unbounded Toleration ( eſpe- 
cially as the Quakers both claim and yſe it) which, notwithſanding all the 
Care and Indefatigable Labour and Pains of the Watchmen of Ifracl, will 
certainly ( if not timely prevented ) be the Overthrow of our Church, and 
Chriſtianity it ſelf, &C. p. $4, 85. 

Was it-not a piece of Inſolent Confidence, to expoſe this in Print, 
and thus openly to oppoſe the Liberty granted and legally Confirmed by 
the King and Parliament, and thus to render our Governeurs Blind 
in allowing it, and praying God to open their Eyes, 8c. and inveigh- 
ing againſt this Liberty, as too much and too _ wnlimitted and 
wnbounded? Are not theſe bold Aſperſions, re _ on the Wiſdom 
and Comdu# of both King and Parliament, to term the faid Liberty 
Deplorable? &c. But why fo? The Watchmen are afraid ic ſhould 
be the Overthrow of their Church z they ſhould rather have ſaid, © 
their gainful Trade : For their former Severities and Perſecutions again 
Conſciencious Diſſenters ( which now it ſeems ſome of them would 
have renew'd again) have been more Prejudicial and Irqurious ro 
Them and their Church, than ever either the Toleration was, or -any 
Moderation or Lenity ſhewn by the more Moderate among them ; there 
being many now aſhamed of Perſecution, that were formerly concern- 

in It. 

" To his Accufing me with Malice, and calling me Mercenary White- 
head, ( p. 98. Margent.) This is like the reſt of his ſcornful, abuſive 
and falls Detraftions : But I ſhall nor need ro inſiſt much further on 
Bugg's Abuſe and groſs Scandals caft upon Me, and many of Us, 
co Reproach the Peopke calkd- Quakers with his invented Figures, as 
that of a Pillory, ' The Quakers Synod, and his Cage, to repreſent us 
among every wnclean and hateful Bird, as in Babylon, with 34 Names 
in it, {et croſs-wife, p. 230. ( the greater part of them being de- 
ceas'd )- which Cage he has in many of his Books Which is all 
forry Stuff, meer idle Mockery, Contempr and Folly, aha Contempri- 
ble in the Eyes of every Serious, Regions Reader, Ma Spetta- 
tor, And he is in. the very himſelf, ro be left its the Cage of 
every uncleay. and batefnl! Bird in: Babylon, the Habitation of Devils, and 
Hold of every foul Spirit , which he unjuſtly applics againſt us. Ic 
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It is a loud and horrid Calumny to ſay, That we are in a moft Dam- 
nable Plot againſt the Chriſtian. Religion, p. 166, 167. When we feek 
daily to promote it, in its Purity, both in Faith and Prattice, Life 
and Converſation : For it ſtands not in empty Talk, and barren Pro- 

. And as foul a Calummy it'is againſt the People called Quakers, 
That ſuch Helliſh and Damhable Plot us the main Buſineſs of their whole 
Body, in their Convocations, both in their Monthly, Quarterly, Six-Week, 
Second-Day and Yearly Meetings, which ( he ſaith) ought to be taken 
Care of, a: leaſt Inſpetted, p 168, 

The Poor among us, if they underſtood theſe his wicked Inve&ives 
againſt our ſaid Meetings, might fee cauſe ro Exclaim againſt this 
Incendiary, for ſeeking to Incenſe the Government againſt thoſe very 
Meetings, wherein our Poor are taken Care of; as in the moſt of the 
ſaid Meetings. 

And may 6 the Growth of what he calls Quakeriſm, which he ex- 
Cites all Chriſtians to take Care of, he undertakes to preſcribe Methods 
to prevent it : Wherein he prefumes ro diate to Ambority ſuch Re- 
friftions and Limitations, as he and his Two or Three Norfolk-Priefts 
have aim'd at, in Soliciting their late Petitions ro the Parliament ; and 
yet Hypocritically pretends, he would not hawe ws perſecuted; he would 
not have the Government fall npon us to deſtroy us ;, no, by no means, be 
would not be underſtood ſo: For (quoth he) ths I ſolemnly declare in the 
Fear of God, and as I hope for Mercy at the great Day of Account, when 
both they and [I ſhall appear before the great Tribunal, I do deſire neither ; 
(i. e. Fire from Heaven to conſume them, nor the Grvernment to fall upon 
them, &C.) I wonld not have a Heir of their Head hurt, p. 169. 

Has not F. B. here made a great Aﬀeveration, As he bopes for Mer- 
cy, &c. to ſhew himſelf thus demure and innocent towards the 
Quakers ? No, be would not have a Hair of their Head burr. And yet 
birterly Aſperſe their Convocations, or Meetings, Monthly, Quarterly, &C. 
as if their main Buſmeſs were for carrying on a helliſh and dammable 
Plot, conſequently to be ſuppreſſed. O horrid Falſhood, Hypecriſie and 
Errvy, that a Perſon ſhould thus preſumpruouſly Swear, with Impre- 
cation included, As be hopes for Mercy at the great Day, he deſires not 
our Deſtruction, he would not have a Hair of our Head hurt; yet would 
have our faid Meetings put by, which are ro promote Chriſtian Cha- 
rity, and the Exerciſe and Prattice of pure Religion and Chriſtianity, 
(and wherein we have Divine Worſhip alſo) and yer he reckons 
Suffering the ready way to increaſe them, (i. e. the Quakers) for they

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#8 lory in nothing more (ſaith he) than to be thought great Sufferers, (p. Ibid.) 
So that he execens co be againſt that Cauſe : No ( faith he) ler them 
bave Liberty in their Licenſed ——_—— to preach, pray, and exerciſe

their Talent, equal with others, if the Government think fit, ( p. Ibid. ) 
So that thefe-are no Meetings to carry- on any horrid Plot ; they 
are Licenſed Meeting-Houſes to preach, pray, and exerciſe our Ta- 
lent in. Burt F. B. does'not think fit we ſhould have our Adonthlh, 

Quarterly Meetings, &c. though they be in the ſame Meeting-Houſes, 
and have both Preaching, Praying, and Exerciſing our Spiritual Ta- 

lent in them; as alſo our Careof the Poor, Fatherleſs and Widows : 
But F. B, will have the main Buſineſs in theſe to be the carrying on 

of a helliſh, damnable Plot againſt Chriſt and Chriſtianity, &c. conſe- 

quently the Quakers to be limited only to Preaching, Praying, and 

Exerciſing their Talent in their Licens'd Meeting-Houſes ; at this 

rate our Poor muſt ſtarve, and our Chriſtian Profeſſion be ſcanda. 

liz'd by any looſe and diſorderly Walkers, and falſe Pretenders to 

it, without Reprehenſion : No Care nor Chriſtian Diſcipline in ſuch 

Caſes to be exerciſed, if no Meecings may be allow'd for theſe good 

and neceſſary Ends. And I dare fay, he wrongs other Diſſenters, 

in ſaying, Thus «_ all they deſire or expe, namely, Liberty in their Ei- 

cenſed Meeting- Houſes, to Preach, Pray, and Exerciſe their Talent ; for 

I am perſwaded, many of them are ſo Conſciencious, as to allow 

the Extent of Religious Exerciſes to Praftice AQts of Charity, Diſ- 

cipline and Order among them, as well as in Preaching and Pray- 

ing, &c. Again, in his Pretence to let us have Liberty ,cqual with 

others, he appears very Infincere and Contraditory to himſelf: 

| For p. 171. he diRates this, Reſtriftion for a firm and laſting Cure, 
To admit each Congregation of Quakers to have their Teacher, or Two, if 

One will not doz and likewiſe, that thoſe Teachers may attend only their 

own Flock, and not to range all the World over; at moſt, not aboue Five 

or Ten Miles, to hold forth, &&c. Thus he diQates to Authority for Re- 

frifions to be put upon our Miniſters, not only to confine them to 
ſeveral Congregations, but alſo from Travelling in the Work of the 

Miniſtry above Five or Ten Mines ( ſomewhat like the Oxford-4@#, 

upon which many ſuffered Impriſonment for fix Months, &c.) So that 

this preſumptuous DiRator's Work till tends to renew Perſecution, 
-an4 ro confront the Liberty of Confgience already Graciouſly Grant- 
ed by the King and Government.-/ And I don't believe, that other 
Diſſerters from the Church of England are contented woe ek 

Reſtrictions. 
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Reſtriftions as F. Bugg has diftated in this Caſe, viz. That their Mi- 
niſters ſhould at moſt not Travel above Five or Ten Miles to Preach, as he 
would inſinuate, (p. 1614.) 

His diRating to Authority againſt us, to fp the Growth of Quaker- 
i/m, (p. 169, 170, 171.) appears empty, filly and boaſting, as well 
as envious and interfering with the Liberty granted. For as one 
ſwelling in his Pride and empty Boaſting, Frf, (he faith) Let G. 
Whitchead, and ſome other of the Quakers chief Leaders, and Fr. Bugg> 
be ſummon'd by Authority to Appear; as if he were ſuch an Eminent 
Champion, that none were fit to appear to-meet him, but ſome Chief 
Leaders ( as he calls them.) One would think the Man ſhould be 
aſham'd of ſuch DiRating and Boaſting; as alſo of his Challenging 
of G. W. and others, when he knows in his own Conſcience he has 
been ſo often deteted of horrid Falſboods and Forgeries, particularly 
in that part of my Charge againſt him, (which he leaves out in 
his Challenge) viz. © That in his late Book, New Rome Arraigned, 
&« he has forged notorious Lyes in other Men's Names, to ridicule, 
« defame and ſcandalize divers Citizens of London, and Men of good 
* Repute ; condemning them alſo to the Pillory, as Perjur'd Perſons, 
&« in his pretended Trial, in a way of Judicature, unwarrantably 
&« ated by himſelf, &c. as 'cis a Fn in Quakers Vindication againſt 
F. Bugg's Calumnies : Which part of the Charge he skips, and is a- 
fraid to touch with it in his Challenge: And the other part of his 
wronging the People called Quakers, both in Charge, Citation and 
Obſervation, is abundantly prov'd againſt him, not only in that 
Sheet, but in other Anſwers of mine ; and therefore his Cracking, 
Vapouring, Boaſting and Challenging, looks moſt filly and infolent, 
and deſerves to be ſlighted and contemned by all Peaceable, Seri- 
ous and Religious Perſons. His ———_ who abectted him, 
have greatly labour'd ro acquir themſelves from being the Chal- 
lengers of our Friends, and labour'd to caſt the blame of fir/# Chal- 
lenging upon the Quakers in Norfolk, as if it were a Crime to Chal- 
lenge, but let them read what an inſulting, - vapouring, daring 
Challenge their Tool and Agent F. Bugg makes in his Appendix, ( p. 
171, 172. Taunting againſt the Quaker Teachers ( as he calls them ) 
Viz. You may Challenge them long enough, but cannot get them out of their 
holes; they ſee ard know they are diſcovered, this makes them timoroxs ;; 
Fearfulne(s ſurprizes the Hypocrite, &C. p. 171. And, The way to deal 
with ſuch cunning Sophiſters, G. W, ©&c. us, ſtill to purſue them with 
Challenges, 
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"Challenges, to call them into the Field ; and therenpon T will pitch wy 
Standard here, in behalf of the Chriſtian Religion, and Proteſtant Profeſſion, 
againſt Quakeriſm, head and tail, &c. and let us Diſpute ir out fairly, 
and abrue Board ; and thereupon I ſhall renew my Challenge, and let it 
| ffand here as © Monument of the Quakers Cowardiſe and Self-condemma-

Now F 3. way'ſ thou not be aſhamed, thus to brag and ya- 
pour, -and thus baſely to fling Fearfulneſs and &— was upon us ? 

hat Earnings didſt thou "make in our late Diſcourſe before the 
Biſhop of Norwich, and Four Members of Parliament, at the Biſhop's 
Houſe, near Fame's Square, Weſtminſter? Do'ſt thou not remember 
how ſoberly thou waſt anſwered, both by me and the other wo 
Friends preſent ? And how I diſcovered thy repeated Falſhoods, For- 
gery, Deceit and Wickedneſs, in divers matters wherein thy Quarrel 
much depends againſt us 2 And how thou waſt confounded, when 
Marters were cloſely urg'd and argu'd upon thee, both abour the 
Holy Scriptures, and thy charging the Quakers Prophets with givin 
Witneſs to G. Fox inſtead of Chriſt, and calling him (G. F.) the Branch 
the Star, the Sun of Righteouſneſs? &c.
